25X1 X 1* the barracks installation at Kagrran (P U9/X 1*9) was heavily 

occu ded by troops who wore red-bordered black epa.lets with tank, artillery, 
motor transport and signal insignia. Two garage sheds, each of which had 
previously sheltered about 1 5 trucks, were empty.. An SU-2h9 3P gun drove into 
the ins tall at ion, coning from the direction of the Stadlau (p J;9/X k9) rrdlroad 
station* The unloading of tliroe nore 5U-2l*9 3J? guns was observed at the 
Stadlau railroad station. Tuo ^urio had an amoreu superstructure of welded 
steel construction, with the front armor less steeply sloped than the side 
amor, and the rear amor vertical, / slightly raised command cupola with all- 
round vision slots was on the left forward section of the superstructure * A 
socket for a rod antenna was immediately behind to command cupola. An oval 
hatch cover was screwed on the rear end of the chassis, which, in turn, con
